SALK  VACCINE  REPORT 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 
State  Department  of  Health 
Concord,  New  Hampshire 

The  State  Department  of  Health  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
local  &  state  school  departments,  conducted  three  Salk  Vaccine 
clinics  at  the  Hollis  Elementary  School. 

The  Women's  Club  members  serviced  the  clinics  as  their 
Health  Project  and  local  nurses  assisted  Dr.  Oscar  Burris  and 
Agusta  Law  of  Milford  in  the  administration  of  the  vaccine. 

There  were  two  hundred  and  thirty  two  pre-school  children 
receiving  one  or  more  injections  of  vaccine.  Five  hundred  and 
thirty  eight  school  children  and  ten  pregnant  women  making  a  total 
of  nine  hundred  and  twenty  five  injections  received  at  the  State 
clinics  in  Hollis. 

The  Polio  Foundation  through  the  March  of  Dimes  Fund 
furnished  the  first  Salk  Vaccine  to  State  Departments  throughout 
the  United  States. 
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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

May  we  once  again  caution  you  about  the  use  of  the  public 
dump  for  the  dumping  of  garbage.  This  is  absolutely  prohibited  by 
state  law,  therefore,  violators  will  be  prosecuted. 

Please  report  anyone  seen  throwing  garbage  or  refuse  on  our 
road  sides.  We  try  to  keep  our  town  clean,  so  won't  you  help  us? 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  this  year  in  keeping  expenses  at 
a  minimum  and  not  having  any  serious  outbreaks  of  any  contagious 
diseases,  thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  our  teachers,  school  nurse 
and  school  authorities. 

Garbage  collection  will  be  available  to  all  those  desiring  to 
take  advantage  of  it  by  paying  $1.50  each  quarter,  payable  in  ad- 
vance to  the  collector,  furnishing  a  tight  garbage  pail  with  cover, 
and  putting  it  out  beside  the  road  on  Tuesdays  and  Saturdays  from 
the  first  of-  May  until  the  first  of  November.  From  the  first  of  No- 
vember to  the  first  of  May,  on  Saturdays  only.  Any  special  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  direct  with  the  collector,  who  will  be  J.  E.

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There  were  38  camps  checked,  3  found  broken  into  and  owners 
notified. 

Together  with  the  State  Police  we  held  5  road  checks,  stopping 
340  cars  and  giving  out  27  defective  equipment  tags. 

There  were  387  calls  on  the  blue  network  telephone  of  which 
231  needed  police  attention. 

We  had  20  reported  accidents  this  last  year  as  compared  to 
36  in  1956,  a  45%  decrease,  which  is  attributed  to  more  patrolling 
and  more  strict  enforcement.  We  were  unfortunate  to  have  1  fatal 
accident  in  1957. 

The  most  active  season  for  this  department  is  from  May  15  to 
Sept.  30,  In  1957  50%  of  the  Police  calls  were  during  these  18  sum- 
mer weeks. 

The  Hollis  Police  Association  was  formed  last  April,  comprising 
of  members  of  the  dept.  This  Association  ran  a  dance  and  earned 
enough  money  to  buy  much  needed  equipment.  Together  with  the 
Fire  Dept.  we  bought  a  voice  amplifier  which  has  already  been  used 
at  fires  and  looking  for  lost  persons. 

After  attending  a  6-weeks  course  in  fingerprinting  and  photog- 
raphy at  the  Nashua  Police  Station,  the  Association  bought  a 
fingerprinting  and  dusting  kit,  sharing  half  the  cost  with  the  Police 
department  appropriation. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Larry  Morrisson,  who  takes  pictures 
for  our  files,  we  have  the  use  of  all  the  equipment  to  develop,  print 
and  enlarge  pictures  of  accidents  and  breaks,  which  is  very  helpful 
to  the  town,  as  well  as  the  Police  Department. 

With  the  addition  of  Charles  Dow  and  Wm.  Lassins,  we  now 
have  7  uniformed  Police  officers. 

This  last  year  found  a  record  attendance  at  the  State  Park  and 
Wallace  Grove.  Scores  of  cars  had  to  be  turned  away  many  times 
during  the  summer. 

Highway  traffic  is  getting  heavier  every  year  and  with  the  in- 
creased traffic  this  means  more  work  for  this  Dept.

FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  forest  fire 
problem — 97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being  man-caused  and 
preventable — a  serious  indictment  of  interest  in  our  own  welfare 
and  that  of  our  neighbor.  Both  the  State  and  the  towns  are  striving 
diligently  to  effectively  meet  the  challenge  through  education  of  the 
public  to  the  threat  fire  presents  to  our  woodlands;  by  maintaining 
a  well  trained  corps  of  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  in  every  com- 
munity and  by  providing  ample  opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to 
dispose  of  unwanted  waste  materials.  Careless  and  perverseness, 
however,  continue  to  be  the  big  hurdles. 
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Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches 
from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  careless 
burning  of  debris  during  hazardous  periods  in  dangerous  locations; 
illegal  burning;  improperly  extinguished  debris,  camp  and  cook 
fires — all  result  in  serious  loss  of  property,  disruption  of  industry  and 
farm  work  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  community 
and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thoughtful  and  co- 
operative effort — The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all 
fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  cover- 
ed with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris  fires, 
home  incinerators,  outdoor  fire  places  and  camp  fires. 
Your  warden  is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if  weather 
conditions,  site  and  type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material — cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  are  completely  out  before  discarding  them.  Use 
ash  trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are 
completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others   be   careful   and   comply   with   burning 
*        requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid 
him  to  extinguish  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT—  1957 

The  past  year  of  1957  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  ever  experi- 
enced by  the  Hollis  Fire  Department.  We  responded  to  the  largest 
number  of  calls  ever  received- — a  total  of  52  alarms.  33  calls  were 
for  brush  or  grass  fires,  4  dump  fires,  3  chimney  fires,  1  flooded  oil 
burner,  2  motor  vehicles,  2  rubbish  fires,  2  calls  for  smoke  in  houses, 
2  resuscitator  emergency  calls,  1  station  standby  duty,  1  for  aid  to 
Pepperell  and  1  for  aid  to  Nashua. 

Due  to  dry  weather  the  woods  were  partly  closed  3  times  and 
fully  closed  twice  which  meant  putting  up  and  taking  down  warn- 
ing posters  for  each  ban  as  well  as  having  patrols  on  duty  for  en- 
forcement especially  during  the  usual  fishing  and  hunting  seasons. 

A  very  trying  period  for  the  whole  town  was  the  time  from 
April  20th  to  May  9th  when  we  had  24  fires  set  in  woodland  areas. 
Fires  came  daily  and  as  many  as  5  in  one  day.  With  the  extra 
watchfulness  of  the  fire  tower  watchman  and  all  townspeople, 
prompt  reports  of  fire  were  given  so  that  all  fires  were  kept  small 
in  size  and  damage,  even  though  the  weather  conditions  were  bad 
and  some  locations  dangerous. 

In  the  effort  to  check  the  set  fires  we  had  the  cooperation  of 
the  N.  H.  Forest  Fire  Service,  the  N.  H.  Fire  Marshal,  N.  H.  State 
Police  and  Hillsboro  County  Sheriff  as  well  as  the  Hollis  Police 
Dept.  Rain  put  an  end  to  the  bad  fire  conditions  and  the  legal 
aspect  of  the  case  with  those  involved  is  coming  to  a  close  with 
some  restitution  being  made  to  the  Town  and  State  for  expenses 
incurred  in  putting  out  the  fires. 

Only  one  fire  got  out  of  control  but  still  was  small  compared 
to  some  fires  in  other  areas.  This  fire  spread  into  Nashua  and  help 
was  also  sent  by  Dunstable,  and  Pepperell,  Mass.,  Brookline,  Am- 
herst, Milford,  Wilton,  Lyndeboro,  Hudson  and  Pelham,  N.  H. 
Dunstable,  Pepperell  and  Brookline  donated  their  expenses  as  ex- 
change for  our  aid  in  a  cooperating  agreement  we  have  with  them. 
I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  persons  who  gave  their  time  on 
this  and  other  fires  and  to  those  who  furnished  food  and  drinks  at 
no  expense  to  us. 

The  24  hour  telephone  service  provided  by  Mrs.  McGilvary 
has  been  most  helpful  throughout  the  year  and  has  been  a  factor 
in  providing  quick  action  in  emergencies.  Over  200  telephone  calls 
were  received  in  connection  with  fire  service. 
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The  radio  equipment  was  installed  in  April  and  proved  a  very 
necessary  and  helpful  aid  during  the  trying  times  as  well  as  be- 
coming more  useful  during  the  rest  of  the  year.  Now  our  radio  is 
on  the  air  24  hours  per  day  and  we  have  direct  contact  with  police 
and  fire  services  of  Wilton,  Milford,  Amherst,  Brookline,  Green- 
ville, New  Ipswich  and  Lyndeboro. 

Hollis  Telephone  Company  has  been  most  helpful  in  perfect- 
ing our  telephone  network  so  that  we  are  well  equipped  for  all 
communication  needs. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  given 
by  the  Hollis  Police  during  fires  and  in  later  investigational  work 
and  for  help  in  developing  the  radio  and  telephone  systems. 

Except  for  the  rash  of  woods  fires  the  year  was  an  exceptionally 
good  one  as  there  were  no  building  fires  and  the  calls  for  aid  were 
average  even  though  the  year  was  bad  as  to  fire  conditions.  People 
are  very  fire  conscious  and  are  providing  themselves  with  handy 
extinguishers  for  immediate  use  and  seem  to  be  more  careful  with 
hazardous  fire  conditions. 

The  fire  whistle  will  be  blown  week  days  at  noon  time.  This 
is  done  to  give  a  daily  check  on  the  equipment  as  required  by  the 
insurance  underwriters. 

I  would  like  to  commend  all  members  of  the  fire  department 
for  the  way  they  handled  themselves  and  the  equipment  during  the 
time  of  stress.  No  accidents  occurred  and  no  one  was  hurt 'even 
though  the  tension  was  high.  Also  many  of  the  men  have  given 
many  hours  of  service  in  helping  install  and  maintain  our  equip- 
ment. 

May  I  caution  everyone  to  use  extreme  care  with  fire  around 
their  property.  Careless  smoking  and  use  of  matches  by  children 
continue  as  common  causes  of  fire.  Everyone  should  check  their 
electrical  equipment  and  certainly  be  sure  to  use  proper  size  fuses.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

During  the  past  year,  the  Planning  Board  has  revised  and  re- 
printed the  town  map.  Copies  of  this  map  are  on  sale  at  both  stores 
in  Hollis. 

We  held  ten  meetings  re-editing  this  map,  and  it  took  four 
months  to  complete.  The  town  is  indebted  to  Lynwood  Lund  for  a 
great  deal  of  help  on  this  project. 

There  is  one  major  change  on  the  new  map.  Dwellings  and 
buildings  are  code  numbered  instead  of  named.  With  the  cross- 
index  system  used,  it  is  easy  to  locate  a  person's  house  when  the 
name  is  known;  or  if  the  location  of  a  particular  house  is  known,  it 
is  equally  easy  to  find  the  owner's  name. 

The  chairman  met  four  times  during  the  year  with  the  In- 
terim Nashua  Regional  Planning  Committee,  composed  of  the 
chairmen  of  the  Planning  Boards  of  the  towns  of  Hudson,  Litchfield, 
Merrimack,  Hollis,  and  the  city  of  Nashua,  together  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  Nashua  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  the  New  Hampshire  State  Planning  &  Development  Com- 
mission, and  His  Honor  Lester  Burnham,  the  past  Mayor  of  Nashua. 
These  meetings  were  discussions  of  ways  and  means  of  alleviating 
the  congested  traffic  conditions  in  and  around  Nashua. 

The  Planning  Board  is  now  working  with  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Planning  and  Development  Commission  and  the  town  Zoning 
Board  of  Adjustment  relative  to  revising  and  clarifying  the  town 
zoning  ordinances  to  facilitate  the  establishment  of  small  businesses 
in  the  township.

March    12,    1957 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Warren  Towne  at  10:05 
A.  M.  Rev.  Edwin  Olson  offered  prayer.  The  Warrant  was  read  and 
opened  under  Article  1  for  voting  at  10: 15  A.  M. 

Polls  closed  at  7 :  45  P.  M.  and  meeting  was  resumed  at  7 :  50. 
Rev.  Olson  offered  prayer  and  articles  of  warrant  were  read  by 
Moderator  Towne. 

Article  1 .  In  that  the  money  to  be  appropriated  is  to  be  taken 
up  in  other  articles,  it  was  suggested  by  Selectman  Carter  that 
action  on  this  article  be  deferred. 

Article  2.  Selectman  Carter  explained  the  budget,  the  recom- 
mended increases  and  changes  and  the  various  reports  as  printed  in 
Town  Report.  Town  officer  salaries  increase  is  to  take  care  of  ex- 
pected increase  in  Motor  Vehicle  tax  payments  to  Town  Clerk. 
Town  officers  increase  is  to  pay  for  rent  of  Hildreth  office,  heat  and 
light  for  Selectmen  and  other  town  officers  use.  $300  for  Clerical 
assistance  to  Selectmen.  Town  Hall  expense  due  to  price  of  oil  in- 
crease and  for  purchase  of  chairs.  Police  increase  due  to  adding 
share  of  cost  for  Blue  phone  service.  Fire  Dept.  increase  is  also  for 
Red  Phone  service.  Planning  Board  increase  due  to  map  revision. 
Motion  made  by  Erving  Simonds  to  accept  reports  of  Town  officers. 
Seconded  and  passed. 

Article  3.  Motion  made  by  Frank  Whittemore  and  2nd  by  F. 
Worcester  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes.  Passed. 

Article  4.  Motion  made  by  Woodbury  Bell,  2nd  by  Erving 
Simonds  to  accept  State  Aid  for  construction  of  Class  V  roads  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $862.97.  Passed. 

Article  5.  Roscoe  Brown  moved  that  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  distribute  blank  inventories  at  the  time  of  appraisal.  Seconded 
and  passed. 

Article  6.  Arthur  Davis  moved  to  assess  a  fine  of  20^  on  each 
poll  tax  not  paid  by  Dec.  1,  1957.  Seconded  and  passed. 

Article  7.  Motion  by  Harold  King,  2nd  by  Wendell  Wright  to 
establish  a  Municipal  Court  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.  for  the  establishment  of  the  Court  and  the  maintenance  and 
conduct  thereof  for  the  ensuing  year.  Voted  and  passed. 

Article  8.  Harold  Hardy  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $300  for  3  band  concerts  during  the  year  1957  by  the  Hollis 
Church  School  Band.  Seconded  and  passed. 
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Article  9.  Arthur  Davis  explained  as  director  of  the  Regional 
Ass'n.,  the  past  services  to  Hollis  and  the  request  this  year  to  pur- 
chase an  advertisement  for  $100  in  the  Regional  magazine.  Arthur 
Davis  moved,  Edward  Lievens  2nd  that  the  town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $100  for  the  Merrimack  Valley  Regional  Ass'n. 
Passed. 

Article  10.  Selectman  Carter  explained  that  this  item  was  in 
Warrant  by  request  of  a  resident.  Irving  Cable  moved  that  the 
Town  make  a  study  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  proper 
steps  and  details  for  creating  an  Industrial  District  and  make  the 
appropriate  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Seconded  and 
passed. 

Article  1 1 .  Eugene  Beal  moved  to  have  the  Moderator  ap- 
point a  Committee  to  carry  out  such  a  study  and  make  its  recom- 
mendations to  a  Special  Town  Meeting  as  soon  as  it  can  reasonably 
do  so.  Seconded  and  passed.  Moderator  Towne  appointed  the 
Planning  Board  as  the  committee. 

Article  12.  Question  by  Kenneth  Marvell  as  to  intended  use 
of  funds.  Selectman  Carter  explained  that  this  was  an  unexpected 
bequest  and  such  investment  was  usual.  The  income  would  come 
as  general  funds  to  the  town  and  principal  could  be  drawn  upon  if 
voted  for  any  special  use  now  or  later.  Also  that  other  items  be- 
queathed were  antique  furniture  for  museum  use.  Nelson  Parkhurst 
moved  that  the  Proctor  legacy  be  invested  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Trust  Funds  and  pay  the  revenue  annually  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
for  the  use  of  the  town.  Seconded  and  passed. 

Article  13.  Selectman  Carter  explained  that  Adams  Road  is 
not  now  usable  and  expense  to  put  in  shape  is  excessive  for  any  pre- 
sent or  contemplated  use.  Edward  Lievens  moved  to  discontinue 
Adams  Road  from  Hayden  Road  to  the  Hollis-Milford  Town  Line 
as  an  open  highway  and  make  it  subject  to  gates  and  bars.  Seconded 
and  passed. 

Article  14.  Winston  Hambleton  moved  to  lease  the  Ernest 
Dunklee  place  on  Wheeler  Road  to  the  Pennassitt  Sportsman  Club 
for  a  10  year  term  from  April  1,  1967  for  an  annual  rental  of 
$25.00.  Inquiry  as  to  right  of  way  maintenance  and  selectmen  ex- 
plained that  there  would  be  no  requirement  by  the  town.  No  ex- 
pense to  maintenance  of  the  house  required  or  planned.  W.  Ham- 
bleton explained  that  intended  use  by  the  Club  was  not  as  a  house 
but  as  a  rifle  range  and  possibly  they  would  wish  to  purchase  it  later 
to  fix  up  for  Clubhouse.  Seconded  and  passed. 
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Article  1  was  then  reconsidered.  Charles  Dow  commented  on 
Highway  Dept.  work  and  use  of  funds.  Erving  Simonds  moved, 
Harold  King  seconded,  to  increase  Civilian  Defense  $350  for 
purchase  of  two  mobile  units  for  Police  Dept.  Comments  by  Gould- 
er,  Simonds,  King  and  Warren  Towne,  Voted.  Ben  Hogan  com- 
mented on  condition  of  Town  Roads  and  made  motion  to  raise 
to  $12,000  funds  for  Summer  Roads.  Seconded  by  Henry  Hildreth. 
Question  by  Charles  Fenimore  about  State  Highway  dept.  dictating 
condition  of  such  roads  as  Rocky  Pond  Rd.  Charles  Dow  explained 
that  to  use  State  Funds  it  must  be  for  building  new  roads  according 
to  their  specifications  and  not  for  maintenance.  Comments  by 
Roscoe  Brown  on  the  tax  rate  increase  this  moved  increase  ($3000) 
would  mean.  Voted  and  NOT  passed. 

Ann  J.  Goodwin  commented  on  the  Dutch  Elm  disease  effect 
on  our  trees.  Comments  by  Cameron  Brown,  Franklin  Worcester, 
Marion  Sprowle,  Katrina  Copeland,  Lucie  Beebe.  Voted. 

Motion  by  Franklin  Worcester  and  seconded  by  Cameron 
Brown  that  the  budget  as  submitted  with  additions  voted  of  $1300 
be  raised  and  appropriated.  Passed. 

Article  15.  Motion  by  Richard  Tenney  to  hold  meeting  in  the 
evening  next  year.  Seconded  and  passed. 

The  selectmen  requested  that  the  budget  be  reopened.  Select- 
man Carter  moved  that  Winter  Roads  appropriation  be  reduced  to 
$6,000.  Amendment  by  John  Sedliewiez  that  this  $1,000  reduction 
from  Winter  Roads  be  transferred  to  Summer  Roads  budget  total- 
ing $10,000.  Seconded  and  passed.  Selectman  Carter  called  atten- 
tion of  the  Town  that  Norman  Howe  was  retiring  after  over  40 
years  as  policeman  and  chief.  A  rising  vote  of  appreciation  was 
passed  and  that  it  be  recorded  in  the  town  records. 

Moderator  Towne  swore  in  the  newly  elected  Town  officials 
that  were  present.  The  following  elected  candidates  were  sworn  in. 
Town  Clerk,  Bertha  Duncan;  Selectman,  E'dward  Lievens;  Chief 
of  Fire  Dept.,  Warren  Towne  (sworn  in  by  Clerk  Manning)  ; 
Deputy  Chiefs  of  Fire  Dept.,  Erving  Simonds  and  Roscoe  Brown; 
Auditors,  H.  Clifford  Manning  and  Gordon  McEnnis.  Other  elected 
officers  were  not  present  and  will  be  sworn  in  later. 

Meeting  was  adjourned  at  9 :  45  P.  M.

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

Municipal   Court 

Early  last  summer  we  obtained  instructions  from  the  Town 
Lawyer,  to  the  proper  procedure  in  presenting  names  for  a  Justice 
Court.  Accordingly  the  names  of  two  Lawyers  were  sent  to  the 
Governor  and  Council  for  appointment.  After  some  delay,  we  were 
asked  to  make  an  appointment,  to  confer  with  a  representative  of 
the  Governor  about  the  two  people  recommended  by  us,  and  at  that 
time  we  were  told  that  a  person  living  in  town  would  have  to  be  con- 
sidered for  the  Justice  appointment;  as  it  is  not  the  Governor's  poli- 
cy to  appoint  a  person  outside  a  town  for  a  Court  Justice.  Accord- 
ingly the  name  of  Denton  Lates  was  recommended  and  after  a  peri- 
od of  time,  was  nominated  by  the  governor,  for  confirmation  by  the 
Governor's  Council.  The  council's  vote  was  scheduled  for  Feb.  14th, 
but  for  some  reason  the  confirmation  has  been  held  up  until  after 
Town  Meeting. 

Inventories 

705  were  sent  out;  of  these  368  were  returned.  As  an  inventory 
is  a  very  important  part  of  assessing;  please  try  to  do  a  better  job  and 
return  them.

About  April  15  town  elms  on  all  roads  from  the  center  of  town 
were  sprayed  with  D  D  T  oil  emulsion  to  destroy  emerging  elm  bark 
beeties.  This  work  was  carried  out  to  the  extent  of  the  money  ap- 
propriated, and  the  committee  also  helped  owners  in  this  area  to  get 
their  trees  sprayed. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  experts  that  time  and  money  is  wasted 
unless  the  proper  material  is  very  thoroughly  applied  at  exactly  the 
right  time.  Also  trees  already  diseased  must  be  cut  down  promptly 
and  disposed  of  properly  to  check  the  spread  of  the  Dutch  elm  tree 
disease. 

Nurseries  in  the  midwest  have  developed  elm  trees  they  con- 
sider resistant  to  this  disease.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  HOLLIS  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 
MARCH   II,    1957 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hollis  School  District  was  called 
to  order  by  Moderator  Towne  at  8:15  P.  M.  in  the  lower  Town 
Hall  with  over  300  people  in  the  hall.  Prayer  by  Rev.  Olson.  Mod- 
erator read  the  warrant,  Articles  1  to  14  and  ruled  that  in  every 
secret  ballot  the  check  list  would  be  used. 

Article  1.  Towne  nominated  and  seconded.  Only  2  votes 
cast  and  Warren  Towne  received  both  and  declared  elected  as 
Moderator. 

Article  2.  Arthur  Davis  nominated  by  Lievens  and  seconded. 
Austin  Parkhurst  nominated  and  seconded,  but  he  withdrew  his 
name.  Three  votes  cast  —  all  for  Arthur  Davis  who  was  declared 
elected  as  Clerk. 

At  this  point,  Arthur  Davis  asked  for  the  floor  and  declared 
that  Beryl  Orde  had  decided  she  could  not  be  a  candidate  for  the 
School  Board  again.  After  reviewing  briefly  Mrs.  Orde's  twelve 
year  service  as  a  board  member,  three  years  on  one  school  study 
committee,  one  year  on  another  and  two  years  as  secretary  of  the 
committee  which  built  the  Elementary  School,  he  moved  that  "Hol- 
lis School  District,  in  recognition  of  unselfish  devotion  and  service 
to  the  education  of  our  children  by  BERYL  R.  ORDE,  the  School 
District  of  Hollis  hereby  presents  to  her  this  Award  of  Meritorious 
Service,  voted  March  1 1,  1957,"  by  a  rising  vote  and  much  applause. 
Mrs.  Orde  was  also  presented  a  letter  of  appreciation  by  all  board 
members  who  have  served  with  her  and  a  silver  vegetable  dish  by  the 
P.  T.  A.  and  others. 

Article  3.  Simonds  nominated  Carolyn  Wright  for  Board 
Member  for  3  years.  Seconded  by  Lievens.  Votes  cast — 9.  She 
received  all  nine  and  was  declared  elected. 

Article  4.  Arthur  G.  Davis  nominated  for  Treasurer.  Votes 
cast — 3.    He  received  all  of  them  and  was  declared  elected. 

Article  5.  Mrs.  Orde  declared  that  this  was  all  covered  in  the 
recommended  budget  which  would  be  discussed  under  Article  8. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  accept  all  reports  of  officers  and  com- 
mittees as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  7.  Voted  on  motion  by  Frank  Whittemore  that  Town 
Auditors  who  will  be  elected  at  Town  Meeting  by  Auditors  for 
School  District. 
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Article  8.  Motion  by  William  Lassins  —  I  move  that  the 
district  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $94,062.40  for  die  support 
of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums 
as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund 
together  with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  Select- 
men the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropria- 
tion, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.  Motion 
was  seconded  and  passed  without  discussion  and  by  unanimous  vote. 

Article  9.  Motion  by  H.  C.  Manning,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Ham- 
bleton  — ■  I  move  that  the  district  build  and  equip  a  new  addition 
to  the  Elementary  School  of  six  classrooms  with  adequate  sanitary, 
service  and  administrative  facilities.  Lievens  asked  School  Study 
Committee  to  explain  why  they  recommend  this  motion  in  place 
of  Consolidation.  Chairman  Boyd  replied,  calling  attention  to  two 
public  hearings  which  had  been  attended  by  a  total  of  about  300 
people,  also  to  the  Committee  Report  printed  in  the  Town  Report, 
stating  that  this  was  not  in  place  of  consolidation  but  an  essential 
step  for  the  immediate  future  while  possibilities  of  consolidation  are 
further  studied.  He  reported  what  individuals  and  committees  had 
been  interviewed  in  Amherst,  Milford  and  Brookline  and  that  it 
would  take  at  least  5  years  before  these  towns  might  be  in  a  position 
for  a  possible  consolidation.  Ken  Marvell  asked  H.  E.  Williams  to 
speak,  he  did  —  at  great  length,  explaining  the  letter  he  had  pub- 
lished in  the  Nashua  Telegraph  before  delivering  it  to  the  School 
Study  Committee.  He  had  contacted  some  people  in  these  towns 
who  "thought  a  Cooperative  School  District  might  be  possible." 

Ben  Hogan  spoke  on  our  responsibility  to  youth  and  thought 
our  present  high  school  a  disgrace.  Arthur  Davis  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  committee  report  rnd  in  defense  of  our  present  school  system. 
Remarks  for  or  against  motion  by  Fred  Congreave,  Clarence  Howe, 
William  Quinton,  Bruce  Read,  Elizabeth  Parker,  Norman  Wild,  Ka- 
trina  Copeland  and  Elsie  Weiser.  Ed.  Lievens  then  spoke  for  the 
second  time  and  moved  to  table  the  Article.  This  took  precedence 
over  the  motion.  A  secret  ballot  was  called  for  and  granted.  Total 
votes  cast  —  271.  Voting  against  the  motion  to  table  were  181 
votes.  For  motion  90.  Motion  to  table  was  lost  2  to  1.  Ken  Marvell 
spoke  against  committees  recommendation  and  motion.  Voice  vote 
on  original  motion  to  "build,  equip,  etc."  Strong  Aye  vote,  No  voice 
in  opposition!!!! 
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Article  10.  Denton  Lates  moved  and  Erving  Simonds  seconded 
that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $107,000. 
for  the  construction,  equipment  and  furnishings  for  such  a  school; 
and  authorize  the  issue  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  upon  the  credit  of  the 
district  or  on  any  portion  of  the  sum  so  raised  and  appropriated ;  and 
to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  the  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  issued  including  their  sale, 
the  time  and  place  of  payment  of  principal  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  33,  of  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 


Jack  Boyd  explained  that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  above  is 
$112,000  which  is  about  $5,000  above  our  borrowing  capacity  as 
of  this  date.  On  September  1,  1957  we  will  pay  $6,000  on  our  pres- 
ent debt  and  it  is  expected  that  this  Legislature  (1957)  will  raise 
the  borrowing  capacity  of  towns.  In  either  case  he  said  the  School 
Board  will  ask  the  District  next  year  to  authorize  borrowing  $5,000 
to  complete  the  building. 


A  secret  ballot  by  the  check-list,  was  called  for  and  the  Modera- 
tor reminded  the  voters  that  a  2/3  vote  of  all  present  and  voting  is 
required  to  bond  the  town.  Total  votes  cast — 256.  Necessary  to 
bond  the  town — 171.  In  the  affirmative  189  —  opposed  67.  Voted 
to  bond  the  town  for  $107,000.00. 


Article  11.  Mrs.  Lee  Hambleton  moved  and  seconded  by 
Marjorie  Weston  that  the  district  appoint  a  Building  Committee  to 
consist  of  the  School  Board  and  2  citizens  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  to  select  the  location  of  the  building,  to  supervise  the 
construction  of  said  building;,  to  present  plans  and  specifications  to 
be  approved  by  the  School  Board  acting  alone  as  required  by  law, 
and  the  School  Board  to  execute  any  or  all  contracts  or  agreements 
necessary  in  connection  to  the  construction  of  said  building  in  ac- 
cordance with  Chapter  199  of  Revised  Statutes  Annotated.  Unani- 
mously passed  by  voice  vote. 


Article  12.  On  motion  of  Jack  Boyd,  and  seconded  by  H.  C. 
Manning,  it  was  voted  unanimously  to  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  in  the  name  of  the  District 
such  advances,  grants  in  aid  or  other  funds  for  educational  pur- 
poses, as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United 
States,  or  any  state  or  private  agency. 

Article  13.  On  motion  by  Ed.  Lievens  and  seconded  by  sev- 
eral, it  was  voted  to  give  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
the  School  Study  Committee  for  their  work  and  study  and  to  con- 
tinue its  work  hoping  that  in  its  report  to  the  next  District  Meeting 
in  March,  1958  it  can  report  some  interest  in  consolidation  in  other 
towns  and  hope  for  the  future  in  a  cooperative  effort. 

Article  14.  The  Moderator  administered  the  oath  of  office 
to  Arthur  G.  Davis  as  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  to  Mrs.  Carolyn  Wright 
as  member  of  the  School  Board  for  3  years  and  Clerk  Arthur  G. 
Davis  administered  the  oath  to  Warren  Towne  as  Moderator. 

Voted  to  adjourn  at  1 1 :  05  P.  M.  with  most  of  this  unusually 
large  group  still  in  the  hall.

ADMINISTRATION 

I  herewith  present  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report.  It  includes 
this  discussion  and  other  reports  herewith. 

A.  Teachers 

I  am  happy  to  report  very  little  change  in  the  teaching  staff. 
This  continuity  of  instruction  is  valuable.  My  report  registers  the 
loss  of  Mr.  Harris  as  Principal  and  teacher.  He  had  served  his  time 
faithfully  and  well  and  wished  to  advance  to  a  larger  and  more 
lucrative  position.  We  wish  him  well  in  his  new  field.  To  replace 
him,  Mr.  David  Wade  was  employed  from  Massachusetts  and  upon 
his  capable  shoulders  falls  the  mantle  of  leadership.  Mrs.  Ostertag 
found  it  impossible  to  continue  once  a  week  in  Art  Instruction.  Her 
service  has  been  long  and  appreciated.  Mrs.  Virginia  Forbes  of 
Wilton  succeeds  her. 

Throughout  this  Union,  we  have  been  trying  to  reach  a  basis 
for  teachers'  salaries.  With  changing  and  upward  revisions  nearly 
every  year,  we  could  easily  find  ourselves  in  the  inenviable  position 
of  paying  a  beginning  teacher  (because  we  had  to  have  her)  more 
than  or  the  same  as  one  already  on  the  staff  with  more  experience. 
So,  one  of  our  members  made  an  analysis  when  we  had  more  stable 
conditions  and  discovered  that,  with  a  four-year  degree,  teachers' 
salaries  advanced  4%  of  the  base  per  year  with  each  year  of  ex- 
perience until  a  maximum  was  reached.  For  instance,  if  the  base  was 
$2,500  for  a  beginner,  her  second-year  salary  was  $2,600  and  the 
third  $2,700,  etc.  Salaries  for  teachers  with  less  than  this  Bachelor's 
degree  and  those  with  Master's  degrees  were  compared  with  the 
base  and  found  to  be  respectively  8%  less  and  8%  more  in  each  year 
of  experience.  Therefore,  it  was  only  necessary  to  determine  the 
beginning  salary  and  all  salaries  would  be  whatever  percentage  of 
that  base  the  teacher's  experience  warranted.  The  present  budget 
has  been  constructed  with  this  in  mind  but  does  not  implement  this 
scale  completely.  It  is  intended  to  be  spread  over  this  year  and  the 
next. 

B.  Organization  for  next  year. 

a.  Elementary 
Examination  of  the  expected  enrollments  indicates  the  need  of 
3  teachers  for  each  two  grades.  This  would  result  in  a  total  of  9 
teachers  in  Grades  1-6  and  another  teacher  for  Grade  7.  One  of 
these  10  would  be  Principal.  The  7th  garde  would  be  transported  to 
the  High  School  Building  for  Shop  and  Home  Economics  work. 
Thus,  10  of  the  12  rooms  would  be  occupied,  the  two  remaining 
would  be  used  for  lunch  space,  art,  music  and  other  extras. 
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b.  Secondary 
Grades  8-12  would  be  housed  in  the  High  School  Building. 
Due  to  the  application  of  the  new  Minimum  Standards  for  High 
Schools,  it  would  be  necessary  to  begin  expansion  of  the  secondary 
offerings.  On  account  of  numbers,  it  becomes  necessary  to  expand 
in  English,  Science  and  Mathematics.  The  new  Standards  would  re- 
quire more  courses  in  Practical  Arts.  Therefore,  we  would  need  at 
least  seven  teachers,  including  the  Principal,  one  of  the  seven  being 
in  the  field  of  Business  Education. 

C.  Costs 

Each  year  the  State  Department  of  Education  is  authorized 
to  fix  maximum  liability  for  tuition.  For  grades  9-12,  the  liability 
this  year  is  $410  per  pupil,  next  year  $367;  for  Grades  1-8,  $251 
and  $232.  The  reduction  is  due  to  a  change  in  the  law  governing 
the  computations.  Tuition  is  chargeable  at  these  rates  or  lower  if  the 
receiving  district  has  a  lower  rate  and  a  2%  rental  charge,  as  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  may  be  added. 

I  mention  these  rates  to  be  comparable  with  Hollis's  costs  of 
$321.14  per  pupil  this  year. 

The  budget  reflects  the  cost  of  the  17  regular  teachers  as  out- 
lined in  "B"  as  well  as  the  extra  cost  of  equipment  to  start  the  Busi- 
ness Courses  and  improve  Shop  facilities. 

D.  Appreciations 

I  am  very  appreciative  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  Teachers, 
the  understanding  and  interest  of  the  School  Board  and  the  Co- 
operation of  the  community  toward  making  good  schools  better.

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OUR  HELPING  TEACHER 

By  Mabel  I.  Connolly 

In  this  year's  report  to  you  who  are  interested  in  education  in 
Union  #40  I  would  like  to  mention  the  work  being  done  by  our 
teachers  in  locating  our  gifted  children  and  providing  for  their 
special  abilities.  We  realize  there  is  a  need  for  a  definite  program 
which  will  help  them  do  an  even  better  job,  and  one  is  now  in  the 
process  of  evolution.  Two  other  areas  of  concern  to  all — science  and 
arithmetic — should  also  be  brought  to  your  attention. 

THE  GIFTED 

We  consider  as  gifted  any  child  with  superior  intelligence  or 
some  special  talent  or  ability.  We  feel  that  it  is  his  right  to  be  al- 
lowed and  encouraged  to  develop  such  powers  to  the  utmost. 
Through  our  testing  and  with  guidance  starting  in  the  first  grade 
these  children  with  special  needs  are  located  and  a  program  is  adopt- 
ed to  their  needs.  We  now  have  the  nucleus  of  a  library  which  has 
already  supplied  enrichment  for  the  many  children  throughout  the 
union  who  have  advanced  reading  ability.  These  books  are  on  a 
loan  basis  and  are  in  constant  circulation,  especially  during  the  last 
half  of  the  year  when  these  pupils  have  read  everything  available 
in  their  classrooms.  Other  books,  materials  and  ideas  are  available 
in  other  subject  areas  for  pupil  projects,  research  and  reports.  The 
teachers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fine  work  they  are  doing 
with  these  children  in  spite  of  all  the  extra  time  also  involved  in 
helping  the  slow-learners  in  the  class. 

SCIENCE 

We  have  no  way  of  adequately  measuring  the  quantity  or  the 
quality  of  the  science  program  within  this  union.  In  fact  there  is 
no  co-ordinated  program,  as  such,  due  mainly  to  the  lack  of  an  up- 
to-date  program  of  studies  usually  suggested  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  However,  such  a  program  is  now  in  the  process 
of  study  with  two  of  our  teachers  on  the  state-wide  Science  and 
Arithmetic  Committee.  We  should  have  something  very  definite 
by  another  year  for  all  grades.  Even  though  not  following  a  "state 
outline"  we  do  have  a  great  deal  of  science  being  taught  in  every 
school,  and  being  well  taught. 
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ARITHMETIC 

An  excerpt  from  the  January  1958  Helping  Teacher's  Bulletin 
(Union  #40)  in  a  report  to  the  teachers  gives  some  indication  of 
the  work  being  done  in  this  area. 

"As  a  whole,  the  results  of  the  arithmetic  tests  were  quite  satis- 
factory in  that  on  a  union-wide  basis  they  equaled  or  surpassed  the 
National  norm.  Very  few  weak  spots  were  found  among  the  several 
towns  —  Granted  the  test  results  show  we  are  doing  well  in  the  area 
of  mathematics,  we  shall  do  better  and  for  two  very  good  reasons: 
because  we  want  to  improve  and  because  we  are  just  completing  the 
adoption  of  some  of  the  best  methods  and  materials  for  the  teaching 
of  arithmetic. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  some  of  the  results  already  evident,  in 
that  for  the  first  time  to  my  knowledge  the  arithmetic  reasoning 
scores  are  higher  than  are  the  fundamentals.  This  is  true  in  20 
out  of  24  final  scores.  We  want  pupils  to  first  make  full  use  of  their 
intelligence  through  reasoning  and  understanding  of  numbers  so 
that  the  memorization  of  number  facts  and  fundamental  processes 
can  be  truly  effective. 

Actually,  of  the  seven  grades  tested  (3-9)  throughout  the  Union 
the  average  norm  is  three  months  higher  than  the  national  norm, 
as  compared  with  the  average  reading  norm  of  seven  months  above 
the  national  norm  in  Grades  1-9.  Without  sacrificing  our  splendid 
gains  in  reading  we  hope  the  next  round  of  arithmetic  tests  three 
years  hence  will  show  an  equal  superiority. 

Presumably  the  contributions  to  science  and  mathematics  will 
come  from  the  upper  fifth  of  most  any  class.  It  is  encouraging  to 
note  that  the  range  of  arithmetic  achievement  in  this  group  in  grade 
seven  runs  from  grade  8.5  to  10.5,  in  grade  eight  from  9.5  to  11.5, 
in  grade  nine  from  10.8  to  14.5.  We  are  moving  in  the  right  direc- 
tion"! 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  again  thank  the  parents, 
teachers  and  principals,  members  of  the  school  boards,  and  Mr. 
Bowley  for  their  cooperation  in  our  mutual  endeavors  for  better 
education  for  our  children.

The  School  Lunch  Program  commenced  operation  on  Septem- 
ber 16th.  Approximately  280  pupils  are  being  served  type  A  lunches 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Winifred  Casey  and  Mrs.  Nelson 
Parkhurst. 

Total  receipts  for  1956-57  were  $11,342.32  and  total  expendi- 
tures were  $11,342.32.  In  spite  of  receiving  a  very  limited  amount 
of  government  surplus  foods  the  cafeteria  staff  has  managed  to  serve 
lunches  which  meet  and  exceed  government  specifications. 

Our  present  school  enrollment  is  138.  This  is  an  increase  of 
13  over  last  year's  enrollment.  In  terms  of  the  projected  school  en- 
rollment the  High  School  will  continue  to  grow  at  an  increasing 
rate  each  year.  Because  of  the  larger  number  of  pupils  in  each 
grade  it  will  become  necessary  to  cease  the  grouping  of  some  grades, 
and  the  alternating  of  some  subjects.  For  example,  grades  eleven 
and  twelve  have  always  been  combined  for  their  English  classes.  If 
this  is  done  in  the  coming  year  the  size  of  this  class  (42  pupils) 
will  greatly  exceed  the  capacity  of  our  classrooms. 
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Along  with  increased  enrollments  conies  a  greater  number  of 
pupils  in  both  college  and  non-college  areas  of  preparation.  The 
needs  of  college  preparatory  pupils  are  served  well  by  the  basically 
academic  offerings  of  our  school.  However,  it  seems  that  our  of- 
ferings fall  short  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the  increasing  number  of 
pupils  who  are  primarily  interested  in  a  vocational  type  of  educa- 
tion. 

School  libraries  have  become  an  essential  educational  tool.  The 
broadening  horizons  of  many  courses,  the  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  the  content  of  a  course  should  not  be  limited  by  the  material 
within  a  certain  publisher's  textbook,  the  realization  of  the  need  to 
develop  within  pupils  the  ability  to  do  educational  research,  and 
other  factors  have  created  the  need  for  our  school  library.  The  pu- 
pils and  teachers  of  the  school  have  collected  and  catalogued  many 
books  and  periodicals  and  have  established  an  orderly  library  at  the 
rear  of  Room  4.  At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for 
the  many  books  and  periodicals  which  they  have  donated  and  the 
P.  T.  A.  for  the  funds  made  available  for  the  purchase  of  reference 
materials. 

The  painting  and  repairs  done  to  the  interior  of  the  school 
during  the  past  summer  has  made  it  a  bright  and  wholesome  place 
in  which  to  carry  on  educational  pursuits.  The  appreciation  of 
these  improvements  has  been  expressed  many  times  throughout  the 
year  by  both  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  oil  furnace  installed  in  the  shop  has  greatly  improved  the 
working  conditions  in  this  building.  This  furnace  was  donated  by 
Dexter  Johnson  and  Raymond  Lorden. 

Standardized  reading,  language  and  arithmetic  tests  were  ad- 
ministered during  the  month  of  November.  The  results  of  these 
tests  are  discussed  with  each  individual  pupil. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  and  cooperation  given  me  by  you,  Miss  Connolly,  the 
School  Board,  the  Teachers,  the  pupils  and  the  Townspeople.

Mrs.  Ruth 
Ostertag  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Forbes  of  Wilton  as  art 
consultant. 

Mr.  Philip  Guyette,  our  custodian,  continues  to  give  the  same 
superior  service. 

ACTIVITIES 

The  third  polio  clinic  was  held  March  19th. 

Miss  Evelyth  from  the  State  Health  Department  visited  our 
school  March  28th. 

The  Pre-school  clinic  schedules  May  18-19  was  very  successful. 
Thirty-six  children  attended.  All  were  given  the  privilege  of  visiting 
the  first  grade. 

Memorial  Day  exercises  were  held  May  29th  in  the  all-purpose 
room.    Mrs.  Dorothy  Dow  and  Mr.  Henry  Hills  were  the  speakers. 

The  playground  on  the  north  side  of  the  building  was  seeded 
during  the  summer  giving  the  lower  grades  much  more  play  space. 

A  reception  for  the  faculty  was  held  at  the  October  supper 
meeting  of  the  P.  T.  A. 
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American  Educational  Week  was  observed  throughout  the  sec- 
ond week  of  November.  The  evening  of  November  12  th  was  chosen 
for  Open  House,  at  which  time  each  teacher  explained  to  the  par- 
ents of  her  pupils  what  she  hoped  to  accomplish  during  the  school 
year.  This  type  of  program  appealed  to  the  parents  much  more 
than  a  display  of  pupils'  work  only. 

California  Arithmetic  Tests  were  given  in  Grades  3-6  in  No- 
vember.   All  grades  averaged  above  the  national  norm. 

The  state  bookmobile  visits  our  school  every  two  months  leav- 
ing about  one  hundred  fifty  reference  and  leisure  reading  books 
which  are  selected  by  the  teachers.  These  are  a  great  aid  to  us  in 
our  teaching. 

Bus  transportation  to  the  public  library  is  provided  for  the  pu- 
pils of  grades  four,  five,  and  six  Thursday  afternoons. 

Mrs.  Catherine  Hammond,  our  speech  consultant,  is  giving 
instruction  Tuesdays  to  thirteen  pupils  with  speech  defects.  Longer 
instructional  periods  would  be  much  more  beneficial. 

About  75%  of  the  pupils  are  taking  advantage  of  the  hot  lunch 
program  which  began  in  September  and  will  extend  into  June. 

The  new  addition  to  our  school  grows  daily.  This  will  enable 
us  to  divide  our  large  grades  in  September,  thereby  improving  the 
quality  of  instruction  by  being  able  to  give  more  individual  attention 
to  pupils. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
and  help  given  to  me  by  you,  Miss  Connolly,  the  School  Board, 
Teachers,  Parents,  and  Townspeople.
